" NAZIS. SUFFER SERIOUS ~ 


"RUSSIA: SITUATION ANALYSED

LONDON, AUG. .10 (UP).—AUTHORITATIVE CIRCLES TO-DAY 
ASSERTED THAT REGARDLESS OF THE OUTCOME OF HOSTILITIES, 
THE NAZIS HAVE SUFFERED SERIOUS MATERIAL AS. WELL AS. 
PSYCHOLOGICAL SETBACKS WHICH ARE ALMOST CERTAIN TO 
HAVE A: PROFOUND INFLUENCE ON HITLER'S FUTURE COURSE.
